A New Method of Preserving Meat and the 
Results—Scientists and Business Men Meet 
Around a Novel Feasting Board, 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
CuicaGco, April 11.—Twenty gentlemen 
from the walks of science, business and 
journalism participated in a novel and 
unique banquet last evening at the Grand 
Pacific Hotel, for the purpose of testing the 
character of food after it had been preserved 
by the new discovery of Prof. R. F. Humis- 
ton, of Boston, which he calls Rex Magnus. 
The tables were arranged in the form of a 
horseshoe and prettily .decorated with 
flowers. H.-P. Hubbard, of New Haven, who 
has investigated the new preservation very 
fully, took occasion to explain that with 
each coursa two plates of meat would be 
served, one of which had been treated with

Banquet on Board a Vessel Returned 
é From Egypt.

New York, April 11.—The steamship As- 
syrian Monarch, of the Monarch Line, came 
to New York on Sunday for the first time 
since last September.

The Bermudas—The Comedian Raymond and 
Lincoln—Winter Cholera—Social Salad.

WASHINGTON, April 9.—The talk about a 
trip to the Bermudas for Secretary Folger 
adds some interest toa consular report from 
those curious dots upon the Atlantic, just 
made public by the State Department. Sec- 
retary Folger is understood to have given up 
his trip there, but the report from Consul 
Allen is here just the same. The Consul de- 
scribes the islands as for the most part bar- 
ren, rocky and uninviting, their whole area 
not exceeding half of a single township in 
the State of New York, and not over one- 
eighth of the land tillable. What there is, 
however, is very rich, and ps®duces wonder- 
ful onions and astonisbing potatoes. The 
tillable land is in little patches or pockets 
between the hills, a soil which the sea de- 
posited there when centuries ago it covered 
these islands. The chief product is onions, 
of which nearly half a million boxes of 
fifty pounds each are exported, wholly to 
the United States. No wonder the Secretary 
decided not to go to a place and people

United States Bonds.

WASHINGTON, April 11.—A statement: of

about $200,000,000 are three per cents, This is 
somewhat interesting in itself, but becomes 
quch more so when it is considered that 
iese 3 per cent- bonds are the next to be re- 
deemed afier the present 34s (extended 5s 
and 6s) are out of the way. These 3% per 
cent bonds will not last longer than about 
the end of the present fiscal year, and then 
comes the attack on the 3 percents. At the 
rate the bonds have been called during Sec- 
retary Folger’s term these would not last 
two years, and by the end of 1884 one-half 


the — national banks would __— find 
their financial foundation gone. 
There will® *be nothing left with 


which they may continue to furnish security 
for their circulation save the 4 and 4% per 
cent bonds. When it is considered that the

INTERNATIONAL POLICE, 

Some of our contemporaries are grieving 
because ‘“‘disorder-loving and bloodthirsty 
knaves who escape from one country to ex- 
cite trouble in another’ can find a safe 
refuge in this country. It is so distressing 
to learn that the royal families and privileged 
classes of Europe are displeased ‘with the 
Declaration of Independence, and with the 
personal liberty accorded to all residents of 
this country, whether their political views 
are sanctioned by monarchs and their minis- 
ters or not. The fact that ‘an Irish-Ameri- 
can” is just now regarded in England as in- 
variably a demon of destruction covers some 
American papers with “fa green and yellow 
melancholy,” ana, for the preservation of 
our cordial social relations with the nobility 
and gentry of the mother country, they 
would have our Government go into the 
business of silencing and suppressing 
“suspects.” We are told that we are making 
our land an asylum for political despe- 
r@ioes, a safe resort and base of operations 
for conspirators against the domestic peace 
of friendly governments, and that unless we 
join the European Powers in a new inter- 
national police system for the arrest and 
punishment of political malcontents and dis- 
turbers, we shall be “‘boycotted’”’ by trade 
restrictions which will exclude our cotton, 
grain and beef, as’ well as our pork, from 
foreign marts, to the utter ruin of American 
commerce. ge 2 

Now itis all right to brand and outlaw 
the dynamite cranks. By the Phenix Park 
assassinations and the practice of indiscrim- 
inate slaughter with infernal explosives in 
crowded cities, they have in less than one 
year reversed a drift of public sentiment 
which promised a brighter day for lreland 


than had dawned on _  =her = impoy- 
erished and  sorrowing people for 
eenturies. For once the masses of Eng- 


land and Scotland had begun to make 
common cause with the people of Ireland, 
and for the first time the Imperial Govern- 
ment had begun to yield toa public opinion 
for which there was no logical resting place 
this side of beneficent meliorations and ul- 
timate home rule for Ireland. But the 
eranks have again covered. her cause with 
the guilt of their passionate savagery, and 
all that the appeal to justice and humanity 
had done for her has been undone by the 
frenzy of some who wish to be regarded as 
her champions par excellence. We care 
not how soon nor how severely they suffer 
for this. 

But the suggestion that the right of asy- 
lum for political exiles or that the freedom 
of specch and of the press for all residents 
of this country shall be curtailed to please 
the military monarchies of Europe, is quite 
another affair. They should really thank us 
for opening ata great distance a safety 
valve for forces which would otherwise have 
doubled the explosions and revolutions of 
the last fifty years. If their strong 
Governments and monarchic methods can- 
not enable them to secure their domestic 
peace against straggling assassins and dyna- 
mite fiends, it does not fullow that this Re- 
public must be converted into a rat-trap to 
eatch and return their fugitive vermin. The 
idea that they can ‘‘boycott’” our commerce 
is supremely absurd. No other country on 
earth has such a diversity of pr. duction as 
ours or can live so independentiy wit 
itself. Every country in Europe profits 
more by its trade with us than we do. Not 
one of them can benefit itself or check the 
current of emigration to our shores by ex- 
cluding our breadstuffs and meats. The 
more they exclude American products, the 
more they compel their. stinted people to 


come here for better living.

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TO WHAT END. 

For new disorders new penalties must be 
enforced and new laws enacted, and in en- 
tering upon its new experimentsin anti-dy- 
namite legislation England is merely taking 
the measures dictated by ordinary prudence 
and demanded by the need of-self-protection. 
As far as the dynamite fiends are concerned, 
they are murderers, pure and simple, and no 
one is called upon to quibble about the name 
tocall them by, orto waste any pity en 
wretches who are capable of carrying on 
that kind of a conspiracy. 

But, having said this much, it still remains 
to be said that any new coergjve or repres- 
sive legislation merely feeds the flame it was 
designed to extinguish. What is the com- 
mon sense of the question? The Irish are 
not, as a race, exceptionally violent, wicked, 
or ungovernable. They are as intelligent as 
any vace that ever lived, and, under proper | 
treaiment, as reasonable and tractable. No 
one ia his senses would assert that it was 
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any inherent and essential depravity of the 
Irish nature which had led to the outrages 
and called tor the repressive legislation. The 
only rational explanation for all that lis 
happened is the failure of England to govern 
Ireland properly. The obvious remedy to 
apply isto undo the system of governing 
which has failed so badly in practice. This 
is what the British Parliament should do, but 
instead of doing it the British Parliament 


plunges only deeper in the difficulties of its 


errors. 

What is going to be the end of it? Events 
in Ireland are moving in a very vicious cir- 
cle. Every fresh excess leads to fresh re- 
pressive laws; every new repressive ena 
ment leads to new excesses. How far 
thing to go? Is Ireland to be exterm 
is it written on the English banners, “Delen- 
da est Ilibernia’’? It is not pleasant to think 
that the land which first set the example of 
popular government for Europe and which 
started us in the wilderness with our in- 
stincts of freedom has already wandered so 
far from the principles of free government as 
to reduce an integral part of its empire to a 
condition of worse than Russian or Turkish 
subjection, And, bad as the presént is, the 
evil cannot but grow worse in the futuré,and 
no man can answer the question, Where will 
it end? 


It is estimated that the legitimate drama 
in America gives honorable employment and 
support to fifty thousand persons of .various 
grades and positions, and the dramatic pro- 
fession has acted on the noble determinatien 
that no one of these fifty thousands shall be 
allowed to become dependent on public char- 
ity. There could be no worthier resolve than 
this, which is worthily carried out by the es- 
tablishment of what is called the Actors’ 
Fund. The annual-benefit for this fund takes 
place to-morrow at the Grand Opera-house, 
and it is the easy and pleasant duty of all those 
whose cares have been allayed and whose 
enjoyment of life has been increased by the 
amusement of the stage to take notice of the 
event in a substantial shape. The people of 
St. Louis have been particularly well served 
in the matter of dramatic accommodation, 
and we trust thatevery one who calls him- 
self a patron of the drama will report as 
such at the ticket office for the benefit to- 
morrow.

DisPATCH reporter this morning that the 
cigarmakers in St. Louis who belong to the In- 
ternational Union would certagply demand an in- 
crease of $1 per thousand on all cigars manu- 
factured on and after May1. No demand had, as 
yet, been presented, but it was morally certain 
that the demand would be duly presented 


on or before the date mentioned. Mr. F. Vonder- 
fehr. fifth vice-president of the International 
Union and presiding officer for the St. Louis dis. 
trict. confirmed this statement. He said there 
would be no strike for the very sufficient reason 
that both the manufacturers and the men are of 
one mind on the subject in eonsidering an in- 
ereise of wages as proper, The rates at present 
being paid are from $8 to $18 a thousand, accord- 
ing to size and quality of the cigars turned ont. 
On the 1st proximo the new stamp !aw cp 
cigars goes into effect; the stamp duty at present 
is $6 per thousand; on and after May1it will be 
reduced to &3, and the manufacturers, according 
te Mr. Vonderfehr’s statement, are willing sthat 
the cigar-makers should receive the benefit of the 
reduction, some of them gotng so far as to 
say that they are prepared to allow the 
men the entire amount of the - 
dnuetion. In conversation with Mr. Vonderfehr 
the reporter learned that it is the retail dealer in 
cigars Who buvs directly from the mauufacturer 
who makes the largest profit. To illustrate: a 
cigar which retails at five cents can be boucht of 
the manufacturer at $30 per Thousand, thus giv- 
ing the retsiler a clear profit of $20 on every 
thousand. To manufacture sueh cigars costs the 
mantnfacturert$26 60.itemized as follows For tobac- 
co $8; for work &8: for stamps 36: for boxes $1 30; 
for ‘stripping’ $1 50, and for packing 8&1 50; total 
626 50-—profit to the manufacturer §3 50. out of 
which must bo paid taxes, rent. printing. ete. The 
reduction in the stamp tax would inure to the 
manufacturer's benefit. provided there were no 
strike. But the retai] denier, in that event. would 
insist upon receiving the benefit, and rather than 
that the manufaeturers are declared to be willing 
to give the nen ‘an inerease of Wages to that 
amount.
